Achinese, in Fights With Dutch, Sac- 


rifice Women and Children. 


New York, Aug. 12.—An explana- 


tion of the killing of large numbers 
of women and children in the recent 
fighting between the Dutch and the 
natives of North Sumatra Is given by 
Colonel Van Bylevelt, a retired 
offi- 


cer of the Dutch East Indian army, 
who has just arrived here. He said: 


"Uho natives are armed, but their 


' rifles do not, carry as far as those of 


our troops, and in order to overcome 
this disadvantage their leaders, being 
well aware of the disinclination of 
our men to harm women and chil- 
dren, place them in front as a1 living 
screen. 


•"The 
women 
and 
children 
are 


sometimes armed 
and 
have 
often 


fired at crur troops. Sheltered by this 
screen, the natives allow our men to 
approach within point blank range. 
Then they discharge aa overwhelm- 
ing fire. 
In almost al! engagements 


they have followed the same tactlcB, 
though, repeatedly warned by our offi- 
cers. As a rule our troops withhold 
their flre as long as possible, but they 
dare not run the risk of being over- 
whelmed by a sudden rush of the na- 
tives from behind their living wall, 
and are often forced to fire regardless 
of the women and children."

Klllt Himself In Governor's Basement 


After Escape from Jailers.
